A SKETCH OF GROTTKAU. 


Paul Gruttknu, the noted socialist 
agitator, died of pneiimoniu at St. Jo¬ 
seph’s hos|iital in Milwaukee on tbe 
evening of June 4, His family lived In 
San Franclseo, 'hnt he had Ixten in 
Wisconsin since the Milwaukee spring 
cuinpaign, when be made nightly n-l- 
dresses for the Social Pemocrata. On 
Sunday his remains were taken lo 
Forest Home ftir cri?matlDn. the pro¬ 
cession of Socialists and workingmen 
that walketl afoot after the hearse ex¬ 
tending a distance of four blocks. At 
the cemetery addresses were made by 
Victor P Berger and Karl Klelst. 

Grotthaii was l)om of a family of 
rank. ■ Ills mother was early left 
a widow and found herself unable to 
give Paul a university education, and 
after completing his course at the 
trade academy, he engaged in archi¬ 
tectural masonry. He came into con¬ 
tact with Dr. von Schweitzer, the suc¬ 
cessor of tbe Lnssalie school of Social¬ 
ists, and soon acaipted the latter’s doc¬ 
trines. His life was not only one of 
frequent privation, but he aad to serve 
several sentences as a result of his 
agltaUons. He lived honestly and died 
ns tbe iworest among those with 
whom he was associated. 

Before coming to this country In the 
early ’70 ’b, he was one of the editors

fruit, eggs; aU kinds of edible sup¬ 
plies on which thq very pooiest classes. 
Who are strangers to animal food, de¬ 
pend for subsistence, are taxOd. If a 
poor Italian performs a Journey of a 
few miles by train, be Is compelled to 
pay 2 cents to the government in addi¬ 
tion to the amount of his fare, if he 
buys any article of clothing, a share of 
what he pays for It goes to the gov¬ 
ernment These Irritating and oppres¬ 
sive exactions are distributed over the 
population In the ratio of $10 per head 
for every man, woman and child. In 
many districts the peasantry are 
habitually reduced to a diet of boiled 
herbs without salt, while In Sardinia 
the common loaf usually consists of 
two parts of meal to one part of earth. 
Italy Is first and foremost an agricul¬ 
tural country, yet' vast areas are go¬ 
ing out of cultivation, and of late years 
there lias been a marked diminution 
in the production of cCreals, oil, wine, 
potatoes, and chestnuts. This Is not 
surprising when the evcr-gro'wlhg de¬ 
mands of the government upon the 
|iro<luct of the agriculturlsU’ labor are 
wnsldered.” 


THE niDDLE CLASS. 


WORSE DAYS FOR ITALY. 


Tlie recent riots In Italy as a result 
of the advance in the price of bread, 
were only the forerunners of worse 
days to come. Long before tbe late 
temporary “corner In wheat” engi-'' 
lUHfrctl In this city by Joseph Lelter, 
the rural populatipu were ripe for 
civil tumult. The causes were maul- 
fold: Excessive naval and military ex- 
pendltflre, oppressive taxation, official 
corruption, and the lmi>overishment 
of landowners, resulting in the chronic 
starvation of peasants and tho arti¬ 
ficial raising of the prices of all arti¬ 
cles of consumption. The Immediate 
occasion of the hunger revolt was the 
advance in the price of bread, and this 
outburst of popular Indignation might 
have been prevented but for the oppor- 
uiiity speculators like Lelter saw In 
the bostilitlea between Uie United 
Suites and Spain to advance wheat to 
what. In Italy, was felt to be a famine 
price. 

A correspoudent writing from Lon¬ 
don to tbe Ck>untry Gentleman, says: 

“A population numbering 31,000,000, 
mostly sunk In abject poverty, are sad¬ 
dled with a funded debt amounting to 
almost $2,500,000,000, necessitating 
the payment of a tremendous annual 
Interest Civil commotions In Italy 
have. In consetiuence, been mainly due 
to over-taxation. Upward of twenty 
years ago the intolerable tax on flour- 
grinding mills caused an eruption of 
social disorders In all tbe towns and 
cities of tbe kingdom. Up to tbe pres¬ 
ent all manufactured products are 
taxctl. There still remains tlie Infa¬ 
mous tax on salt the only condiment 
of tbe poor in the northern districts. 
There Is u custom-house tax on com. 
The very gates of every Italian city 
are tax^. There Is an octroi or 
municipal impast upon vegetable«. 


A vci-j- able crrlOclsm and an exposi¬ 
tion of Socialism, by A. Naquet mem- 
Ikt of the metllcal profession of Paris, 
uikcH issue with the Socialist conten¬ 
tion thill the accumulation of oapltal 
has the result of breaking up the small 
capitalists (the middle class) to the 
profit of the great and continually 
ihrowlug a greater number of human 
Iieiiigs luto the ranks of the proletarAt. 
“This view,” the writer says, “Is false, 
and by that fact alone one of the most 
(Hiwerful arguments on which Marx 
has supiK>rti*<l his system falls to the 
ground.” 

Another writer against Soi-lalisin, 
Dr. Ludwig Stelu, (irofessor of phllosv 
phy iu tlie Bi me University, also raises 
the same point In a recent work, “The 
Social (question iu the Light of Philos¬ 
ophy.” Both writers seem to think 
that dl.scusslon on tbe question of large 
oud small capitalists has been ex¬ 
hausted. M. Naqnet expressly says so. 
Hut there Is no question whatever that 
both are- mistukeil. The question is 
not, as the critics think, how many peo¬ 
ple there lore with salaries, but how 
many small businesses cun and actu¬ 
ally do exist alongside tbe big ones. It 
is not a question whether there is a 
larger salaried class consisting of pub 
lie luul private officials of all kinds; 
neither Is It one of average Income; 
but rather, does tbe accumulnllon of 
capital have the effect of actually di¬ 
minishing tbe number of the econom¬ 
ically Independent middle class? There 
is nothing more easily demonstrablo 
than ihe decline, steady and lneTitab;e, 
of the middle class from economic In¬ 
dependence to dependence upon the 
masters of capital. Tbe numlier of in¬ 
dependent small concerns has dimin¬ 
ished very considerably In England, 
still more In Germany, where the eco¬ 
nomically independent middle class\l8 
everywhere on the decline, and espe¬ 
cially so In tbe small towns. In the 
United States the same condition ex¬ 
ists and is scarcely called In question. 
The possession of the nation’s wealth 
by the producing (poor) class, the mid¬ 
dle class and the c^cploltliig (rich) class 
Is In the proportions of 5, 24 and 71 per 
cent respectively, and nn economically 
independent middle class In American 
cities and towns will soon lx: un¬ 
known. 

Tlie iiowerful arguments of Marx 
do not fall to the .ground, but the mld- 
«lle class does, and our hYeiich and Ger¬ 
man critics are wrong.

This result cau-sed by his very 
unselfish battle for humanity, while 
human hy.enas, some of whom were 
professed friends, were assailing his 
charactw and motives, while others 
were using bis name to graft and float 
s|>eculatlve ventures that 'u-ould put 
Col. MullM;rry Sellers to shame.

ANARCHIST?

Impressive obsequies bad been ar¬ 
ranged by the working class on the 3d 
Inst to honor the memory of Michael 
Schwab, who died on June 29th In tbe 
Alexiaii Brothers’ Hospital In Chicago. 

1 had been asked to speak on this oc¬ 
casion aqd bad declined, but when 1 
learned that Schwab himself bad ex¬ 
pressed that wish during the hours of 
hIs approaching death, I felt in duty 
bound to comply. 

Steiiplng up to his coffin before It 
was to be lowered Into the crematory, 
I tried but In vain (as I bad feared) to 
give expression to the sentiments of 
my heart. Michael Schwab bad per¬ 
sonally become too much attached to 
my heart; tbe wound caused by his 
death was too rocent and It threatened 
to stifle my voice. 

I hope, however, that I sueceidtd In 
proving at his bier, by Schwab’s own 
words and actions, what hIs true con¬ 
victions were. 

My words ran about os follows: 
"There has been a rumor spread by 
certain people that Michael Schwab's 
mind Imd been weaken^ by his seven 
years’ imprisonment What has occa¬ 
sioned this false rumor? Only tbe 
fact that M. Schwab, ever since hIs 
return from Joliet, refused to write 
vlslonar}' articles in the spirit of tbe 
eighteenth century. As assistant libra¬ 
rian in Joliet, Schwab had dally found 
the time, during seven years, to satisfy 
bis constant longing for knowledge 
and to Improve his mind. Everyone 
who hod the pleasure of coming into 
personal contact ■with him In the last 
five years had to marvel at the logic 
of bis thoughts and at the wealth of 
his knowledge. 

“To hIs studies It is due that he lost 
his former faith la the ethical anarch¬ 
ism of G. E. Lessing, the 'jnly an¬ 
archism he ever belleved'ln, and which 
he defines in hIs si>eech before Judge 
Gary on October 8, 1880, as follows: 
•.\narehy Is a state of society in which 
reimon alone governs; a state of soci¬ 
ety In which all human beings do what 
Is right for the simple reason that It Is 
right, and shun what Is wrung be¬ 
cause It is wrong. In such a society 
there Is no need for laws eud compul¬ 
sion.’ 

“Michael Schwab became later on 
convinced that right and wrong, like all 
moral Ideas, are In the last resort de¬ 
pendent on economic conditions; that a 
higher morality can only prosper after 
the renlization of a higher mode of 
proiluetioii, i. e., K-iclalism; that rea¬ 
son Is, of course, ihe agent, but that 
ultimately economic (ondltlons and 
corres)>oudiug ciremustauces of pro¬ 
duction are the motive toccea render¬ 
ing the transition from capitalism to 
Socialism not only reasonable, but ne¬ 
cessary; that Socialism guarantees 
development to Uie greatest possible 
individual liberty; that a society Im¬ 
plies rules, and cannot exist 'nitbuut 
rules. 

"As to anarchism, that is equivalent 
to individual license, without regard 
for the social body, our Michael 
Schwab detested It and fought It all 
his life-time In Just the same way as 
every modem Socialist detests and 
fights capitalism, which is but another 
name for modern anarchism, stripped 
naked of all Its sentimentalities and 
vagaries. 

“To substantiate my assertions. 1 
will read to yon a letter that Michael 
Schwab wrote my father shortly after 
he wns innocently sentenced to death 
In the anarchist trial. He wrote; “To¬ 
day they have searched our cells and 
have given us the first meal appor¬ 
tioned to those doomed to death. 
Ficlden and 1, we bare been aasigned 
to our old quarters. Spies is now my 
next neighbor. The other four arc lo¬ 
cated in tbe basement, Lingg in a cell 
within the place whijre they search 
the buskcls. The guards hare been 
more than doubled. 

'• ‘Dear Dletzgen, 1 have Isjeu my 
entire (Socialist) life n Marxist, and 1 
have based all my speeches iqiou the 
theories of Marx. My anarchl.sm was 
that of G. E. I.z!88lng, as i explained 
last j'ear In a scries of articles. Nob' 
you know the views I held, and that I 
never believed In inclliug riots. How¬ 
ever, we considered It to be our duty 
as friends of the workingmen and of 
liberty to oppose every other violence 
but chat necessary to defend vested 
righti against illegitimate attacks. 

" ‘We have sometimes been mista¬ 
ken in our Judgment 1 claim that is 
putting the matter very mildly, and 1 
would say that without a death sen¬ 
tence. I own frankly that I have been 
frequently mistaken, and that the 
more I learned tbc more mistakes 1 
found. 

“ ‘Never have I or the others incited 
th^ workingmen to attacks, but very 
often have we told them to oppose Ille¬ 
gitimate attacks. Tbe flies of tbe 
(Chicago Arbelter Zcltung will bear me 
out in this assertion. Loascs of hu¬ 
man life I have always deplored. Long 
before the 4th of May I have cited as 
chief argument for the general arm¬ 
ing of tbe people that such arming 
would reduce tbe loss of human life 
in case of a revolution. 

" 'One more remark:'! die wlUIngly, 
if .it must be, but I do not care to 
throw life away, because some peo¬ 
ple wont martyTs. -1 lack besides 
tbe right to rob my family of Its sup¬ 
port. If others want- to murder me, 
let them do It; that Is another thing. 
Tbe first duty is self-preservation, as 
long 08 It can honorably be main¬ 
tained. I do not consider anyone 
heroic who mna bUndly into death 


becanae he fears the penitentiary. 1 
am nether a hero nor a martyr, bat 
I sball bear, whatever happens, with 
composure.’ 

"I’he simplicity and frankness of 
these words convey the ring of trnth 
even to those who do not, like myself, 
and many hundreds of others, know 
them to be true. The lot of Michael 
Schwab has ever been that of a pro¬ 
letarian. HU has been a life of toll 
and devoUot, for the cause of Sodal- 
Um. In his speech, before Judge Gary 
■be says: ‘I know what life haa In 
store for. the masses. I am one of 
them. I have slept in their garrets, 
and I have lived in their cellora. 1 
saw them toll and die.’ 

"What is there left for me to say? 
I can only ask all present to renew 
here at the bier of our comrade and 
friend the oath of Implacable hatred 
for the dapitallst system that has 
murdered our Michael Schwab, like so 
many thousands of others, and U 
dally still murdering children, 
women and men. E. DIETZGEN.” 


COLONIZATION OR POLITICS. 


It is a historical lact that every 
•j:i'iat advance made in the past one 
hundred years has come directly or 
Indirectly from political action. It 
wits polic'cal action even that gave us 
our political freedom. It w.as polit¬ 
ical action. that freed' from chattel 
slavery 4,000,000 human beings. It 
will he political action, and pulilioul 
action alone, that will give us eco- 
nouilc liberty. 

But for the office-seeking lenders In. 
the reform movemeut of the past 20 
yeius, imllticai action world have 
vastly improved our coudltiiais. To 
Illustrate: Had the Grwnback P.arty 
let fusion alone they would have won 
political power 10 or 15 years ago, 
and that party 'n-ould have done 
v.ostly more for the people than any 
colonization ever did or ever will do. 
Agitln. the Populist movement was 
an honest movement for n-fonn, but, 
like the Greenbaekers, they fused, and 
quite likely will die because of fu¬ 
sion 

Because of these tremendous mis¬ 
takes made by reform parties, many 
good people honestly believe that pol¬ 
itics are “slimy.” (Socialist names 
never fuse except with other cK r-cut 
Socialist parties, aw has been done In 
several European nations.) Thus, like 
the drowning man, they grab at the 
straw of colonization. Let us note. 
In the first place, that conditions have 
vastly changed, and are constantly 
changing. 'The march of plutocracy,, 
the concentration of wealth- into the 
bands of the few, the evolution (now 
more rapid than ever) of industrial 
affalrs^ln a word, the tremendous 
change that has taken place In the 
past 20 years In this and every na¬ 
tion. The working class (to-day) have 
barely three per cent of the wealth of 
the nation in their bands. Our colony 
brother asks us to take our three 
dollars and compete with plutocracy's 
ninety-seven dollars, and as a i-e- 
8ult of this competition behold the 
(Jo-operatIve CommonwcnJth! 

While It might have l>cen possible 
for a colony to be somewhat of a suc¬ 
cess, starting 60 years ago, it Is abso- 
luteL' impossible for It to be so to¬ 
day. No colony has ever yet proved a 
success when conducted on Socialist 
lines. Read “Noyes’ History of Amer¬ 
ican Socialism.” 

There have lieen some notable suc¬ 
cesses won by co-oiierators aloug the 
Hue of modern commercialism. The 
Itoebdalc co-operators are and have 
been a purely commercial enterprise, 
and no educated Socialist ever made 
the claim that it was a Socialist Insti¬ 
tution. When these "successful Bo- 
ciallst colonies” started there was not 
a trust In the world.' During the 
next 10 years everything that is not 
now trustlfieil will bt. Even the 
trade unionist, who iKiints to tbe 
success of the strike “once upon a 
lliue,” like his brother colonist, don't 
seem to know that there has been a 
I'liiinge. 

Once we Imve built up a clear-cut 
Socialist part.v to even 500,000 votes, 
we will find the old- parties giving us 
all such things as government owner¬ 
ship of railroads, etc. We will get 
many of our demands from the old 
parties, not by, voting or fusing with 
them, but by keeping in the "middle 
.of the roa^.” 

To sum up: . Failure Is written all 
along the colonization road; success 
Is written all along the political hlgh- 
. way. In no other nation dn the peo¬ 
ple love politics as In America. It Is 
the logical and natural means of our 
tteople to turn to political action to 
rlgUt ever}- wrong. I.iet us resolve 
here and now to devote our means 
and time lo building up a clear-cut 
Socialist movement in America. It 
can be done. Shall we do It?

It 
dustrial crises occur more and moi 
frequently In each successive gen sra 
tiou. The increasing powers of ma 
chlnery, the greater facility of tra; ; 
port and communication, do but serv 
to make matters worse for the mas 
of the workers In all countries, inae 
much that the uueertaluty of emploj 
ment is greatly Increased by these r« 
curriiig crises, apart from the dange 
of the workers being driven out on l 
the streets by the introduction of net 
lalior-savlug machines. But thes 
crises arise from the very nature o 
our capitalist system of productloi 
Tlius, when a jicriod of <lcpre8sioi 
comes to au end, orders flow In fron 
home and foreign customers; eacl 
manufacturer is auxious to take ad 
vantage of the rising tide of prosperlf 
and proiluces as much us he can with 
out any cousulwtion with his fellowi 
or any regard for the future: then 
Is a great deiuaud for laliorers In thi 
factories, woiksbops, shijiyiirds am 
mines; prices rise all along the Hue 
speculation is rampant; new machlnei 
are Introduced Jo economize labor am 
Increase producTlon. All the work li 
being done by the most thorough socla 
organization aud for manifestly socla 
purposes; the workers are, as It were 
dovetailed Into one aiioth' r by tha 
social and mechanical olvlslon oi 
labor, as well ixs by the Increaalrii 
scale of factory Industry. But thej 
have no control whatever over theli 
products when finished. The exchajigi 
Is carried on solely for the profit ol 
the employing class, who themselvei 
are compelled to compete against om 
another at high pressure in order t< 
keep their places. Thus a glut foUowj 
and then a depression of trade, whet 
uillHons of men are out of work all 
over the world, though ready to give 
their useful labor Ic return for food 
and the capitalists are unable to em¬ 
ploy them becaqse the glut which thej 
themselves have created prevents pro 
ductlon at a profit Here, then. Is a 
manifest and growing antagonism be¬ 
tween the social system of production 
and the individual (or profit-making 
dompany) control of exchange.—H M 
Hyndman.
